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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group 3 in the 
reply filed on 8/1/05 is acknowledged. Accordingly, applicant 
canceled non-elected claims. Therefore, currently claims 39-49 
and 62-76 are pending in the present invention. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 39, 40, 62 and 63 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: 39 and 40 are exactly same as claims 
62 and 63, respectively. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 39-49 and 62-76 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: claims are allowable at least for 
the reason that the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest at least two layers of the surface abrasion resistant 
coating that having respective different concentrations of 
colloid particles as set forth in the claimed combination. 

WO 00/78520 Al discloses a plastic component comprising a 
transparent synthetic resin substrate (10c) , a tie-bond layer 
(16c) and an abrasion resistant coating (22c) , but lacks the at 
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least two layers of the surface abrasion resistant coating that 
having respective different concentrations of colloid particles. 

Raymond et al (US 5,419,088) discloses a plastic component 
comprising a transparent synthetic resin substrate (Fig, 2, 4) 
and an abrasion resistant coating (10) , but lacks the tie-bond 
layer and also the abrasion resistant coating is silent with the 
concentrations of colloid particles.
